Plan in advance 


Decide on date & space to create legacy. (e.g. 2 Oct - Gandhi Jayanti, 26 Jan - 
Republic Day) 


Brainstorm & finalize the kind of legacy/ project that will be made. 


Finalize the expert & prepare the estimated budget for the legacy. 


15 days before an event 


Application to Municipal Corporation & Police for necessary permissions. (Sample 
1) 


Invite registration for participation from different Schools, NGOs. (Sample 2) 


A week before 


Reminder of the time and date to participants, expert for workshop. 


Promotion in media through radio/ TV/ newsprint. 


Prepare all the resource list and presentations. (If any) 


Prepare Press briefs for circulation and sends it to press a day before the event

A day before 


Reminder of the time and date to participants, expert for workshop and 
participating NGO. 


Have resources reached at the venue. 


Event Day 


Reach the venue an hour prior. 


Have photographer for documentation of the event.
